FRANKFURT — The dollar 
plunged again Wednesday after it 
was reported that the Reagan ad- 
ministration wants h to decline still 
further. 

The report, later confirmed by 
the White House, reinforced the 
bearishness that has driven the U.S. 
currency to its lowest levels in more 
than six years. 

In Asia, the dollar phmoneted in 
hectic trading despite purchases of 


$1-5 trillion by the Bank of Japan, 
in To!

In London, the U.S. currency 
dosed at 1.84 10 DM, slightly above 
the day’s trading low of 1.8355 DM 
but down sharply from Tuesday’s 
dose of 1.8753. It closed at 153.45 
yen in London, compared with 
155.70. 

In Frankfurt, it. recovered slight- 
ly to 1.8633 DM at the firing, down 
from 1.8810 Tuesday. In earlier 
trading tbe dollar had dropped to 
1.8585. 

Tbe slide con tinned in New 
York. At midsession tbe dollar was 
quoted at U5323 DM, down almost 
4 pfennigs from 1-8735 at tbe dose 
Tuesday, and to 152JS0 yen from 
155-65. 

The sudden acceleration of the 
dollar’s descent has caused specu- 
lation that officials erf the five lead- 
ing industrial nations will meet in 
coming weeks to discuss develop- 
ments. 

But the U.S. Treasury denied 
Wednesday that plans for a meet- 
ing of the so-called Group of Five 
were being made. 

Currency dealers said that tbe 
decline Wednesday was provoked 
by a New York Times article Tues- 
day quoting Reagan administra- 
tion sources as sayiag they did not 
expect tbegovemment to try to halt 
tbe dollar's slide. 

‘ The sources cited the nation’s 
trade deficit, which set a monthly 
record in December, and declined 
to say -how far they thought tbe 
dollar should be allowed to fall. 

Larry Speakes, the White House 
spokesman, confirmed the sub- 


stance of tbe New York Tunes re- 
port on Wednesday. 

“The dollar wffllhUm relation to 
other currencies, as it has, -in a 
steady and coordinated manner,” 
he said, “but we’re not setting a 
target-” He denied that the admin- 
istration was trying to “talk tbe 
dollar down.”

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan signed a top secret 
intelligence order on Jan. 9, 1986. 
authorizing the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency to provide intelli- 
gence advice/training and commu- 
nications equipment to the 
, Nicaraguan rebels, according to 
administration and congressional 
sources. 

Under the Reagan order, known 
as a “finding.” a total of S13 mil- 
lion was spent in 1986 on CIA 
assistance to the rebels, the sources 
said. 

The CIA moved quickly to carry 
out the finding because it provided 
an opportunity to help the rebels 
with critical rid at a time when 
Congress had prohibited U.S. mili- 
tary assistance in their fight against 
Nicaragua's Sandinisl government. 

That intelligence and communi- 
cations aid. which one Reagan ad- 
ministration source said was “like 
authorizing half a war,” was explic- 
itly permitted by Congress in legis- 
lative compromises made in late 
1985. 

At that time, the Senate was bat- 
tling to expand U.S. help to the 
rebds, known as “contras,” and the 
House of Representatives was try- 
ing to eliminate it entirely. Rather 
than continuing what had been a 
complete cutoff of CIA assistance 
to the contras. Congress agreed in 
November 1985 to a modification 
that allowed the agency to provide 
“intelligence and counterintelli- 
gence advice" and “information.” 

A staff report issued by the Sen- 
ate and House said this assistance 
also could include “infrastructure 
expenditures and communications 
equipment.” 

In general, according to a variety 
of sources, the rebel fight was kept 
alive in 1986, before Congress re- 
sumed military assistance last faff, 
through the $13 million in CIA 
assistance, along with S27 million, 
in “humanitarian” aid appropriat- 
ed by Congress in 1985 and a net- 
work of private fund-raising efforts 
coordinated by a former National 
Security Council staff member, 
Lieutenant Colonel Oliver L. 
North. 

Administration sources said that 
in the overall conflict the imelli- 
gence and co mmunica tions assis- 
tance may have been more impor- 
tant than weapons. 

Mr. Reagan’s Jan. 9 finding was 
reported to the congressional intel- 
ligence committees as required, un- 
like the finding he signed right days 
later that authorized the sale of 
arms to Iran and that was deliber- 
ately kept secret from the oversight 
committees in Congress. 

Although the finding is basically 
a restatement of the law. the CIA 
cannot undertake any covert ac- 
tion, including providing advice, 
without formal presidential ap- 
proval. 

Once Mr. Reagan signed the Jan. 

9 order, the director of centra) in- 
telligence, William J. Casey, moved 
quickly to strengthen the CIA sta- 
tions in relevant Central American 
countries and to ensure that the 
CIA and other U.S. intelligence 


Agencies monitored every pha.se of 
the conflict, sources said. 

One source said the National Se- 
curity Agency, the Pentagon's De- 
fense Intelligence Agency and the 
U.S. military intelligence services 
were given additional tasks to en- 
sure that “the Sandinistas and con- 
tras were covered with j blanket.” 


Another source said several doz- 
en intelligence reports on the con- 
flict riowed out of one major Cen- 
tral American CIA station each day 
in 1986. Tire sources said S 10 mil- 
lion was spent on this heightened 
intelligence gathering. and'S* nul-

BEIJING — The Chinese Com- 
munist Party convened an extraor- 
dinary high-level meeting Wednes- 
day at which changes in the party 
leadership may be approved, diplo- 
mats reported. 

Tbe diplomats said it appears 
increasingly likely that the meeting 
was called to approve the ouster of 
Hu Yaobang, the top-ranking aide 
to China’s senior leader. Deng 
Xiaoping. Mr. Hu is secretary-gen- 
eral of the Communist Party. 

Foreign Communist newspapers 
have reported “rumors” that Mr. 
Hu would be replaced as party 
chief by Prime Minister Zhao 
Ziyang. The prime minis ter is an- 
other Deng protege, but be has con- 
cerned himself primarily with eco- 
nomic policy and not with 
questions of political or ideological 
orange. 

Mr. Hu has not been seen in 
public for more than two weeks. 
spokesman for the international li- 
aison department of tbe party said 
Monday that Mr. Hu has health 
problems. The spokesman would 
not respond to questions about 
whether Mr. Hu remains the secre- 
tary-general 

Japan's Kyodo news agency, 
which has had a good record for 
accuracy in covering China's recent 
political developments, said 
Wednesday that Mr. Deng had crit- 
icized Mr. Hu on three occasions 
since the end of December and had 
once urged him to resign. 

Mr. Hu is reported to have been 
accused of displaying a lenient atti- 
tude toward student demonstrators 
and toward “bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion.” a term covering a wide range 
of Western democratic ideas. 

One Western diplomat said he 
believed that the party had called a 
special meeting of the Central 
Committee, the 209-member group 
responsible for setting the overall 
direction of party policy. “The 
meeting is now under way.” he 
said.

“We have to end the attempt to 
limit German history to the 12 
years of Hitler — fie representa- 
tion of German history as an end- 
less path of Germans’ mistakes and 
crimes, criminalizing the Ger- 
mans,” the premier of Bavaria de- 
clared. “We must emerge from tbe 
dismal Third Reich and become a 
normal nation again.” 

The emphatic assertion of a Ger- 
man national identity comes natu- 
rally to the combative Mr. Strauss. 
In an election campaign lacking 
great suspense, one of the most 
consequential riddles is whether 
the conservative 7 1-year-old Bavar- 
ian’s uncertain ambitions will cany 
him to Bonn as vice chancellor — 
and as a political bull in a coalition 
china shop — after the vote Jan. 25. 

Several thousand Black Forest 
vintners and fanners sat up straight 
on their tippy wooden benches and 
dapped, cheered and shouted as 
Mr. Strauss, in his recent speech, 
plunged forward wifi his message 
of patriotic renewal: 

“The historical truth shows fiat 
Germans in monstrous numbers 
committed terrible crimes — and 
whoever denies this has lost his 
connection wifi reality. But it 
would be the same loss of reality to 
say that tbe Germans and their

“We don’t want any totally fa- 
natical nationalists, and nothing 
like a nation of youthful fanatical 
nationalists.” he cried. “But in- 
stead of a nation of 60 million fa- 
natical nationalists we don’t want a 
nation of 60 million nihilis ts!” 

The roomy agricultural exhibi- 
tion hall boomed wifi applause. 

His foes, and Mr. Strauss is a 
man some Germans love to hate, 
ominously suggest that if he does

Soviet Statement on Gulf Said to Show 
Tilt to Iraq , r Direct Warning to Iran’

UNITED NATIONS, New 
York — An official Soviet state- 
ment on the Iran-Iraq war suggests 
that Moscow is tilting further to- 
ward Iraq while warnin g Iran, ac- 
cording to Western and Arab dip- 
lomats and experts'on ban. 

The statement, issued simulta- 
neously last week in the Soviet 
Union, several other nations and at 
the United Nations, also accuses 
the United States of having escalat- 
ed the war by secretly setting weap- 
ons to Iran. 

Hie Soviet statement was regard- 
ed here as the dearest, most de- 
tailed policy pronouncement to 
date by the Soviet Union on the six- 
year war. 

It cosies at a time when Iranian- 
Soviet relations are in flux because 
of the secret American arms sales 
to Iran and indications that the 
Kremlin may announce a with- 
drawal of some of its troops from 
Afghanistan. Iran has opposed So- 
viet involvement in Afghanistan. 

The Soviet Unkm has previously 
taken peat care in its public pro- 
nouncements to r e main noncom- 
mittal on which ride it supports in 
the war, both to hedge its bets in 
the event of an Iranian victory and 
to court Iran's leadership. 

Although the Soviet Union re- 
mains Iraq's largest aims supplier, 
it docs not block the shipment of 
weapons to Iran by Libya, Syria, 
North Korea and the East bloc. 


“Military methods only make 
the final settlement more distant 
and don't bring it closer,” the Sovi- 
et statement said. “Despite the 
complex and acute nature of the 
problems and dispates existing be- 
tween Iraq and Iran, there are no 
insurmountable obstacles for the 
cessation of the war and the estab- 
lishment of peace." 

Iran has vowed to continue to 
fight “until victory.” Tehran has 
demanded that the Iraqis take re- 
sponsibility 1(7 starting the war 
and that they overthrow their presi- 
dent, Saddam Hussein. The Sonet 
statement is a message to Iran to 
abandon those demands, according 
to diplomats and experts. 

“It is a new degree of Soviet 
involvement in war policy and a 
direct warning to Iran,* 1 said one 
diplomat who monitors develop- 
ments in the war. “It is the dearest 
Soviet policy statement [ have seen 
concerning the war.” 

Since American arms to 
Iran were disclosed, the Soviet 
press has repeatedly accused the 
Untied States of interfering in the 
internal affairs of Tran This state- 
ment, however, is the first to blame 
the United States for prolonging 
the war. 

“Publicly stating Us desire to see 
the cad of the Iran-Iraq coaflicu ' 
the Soviet statement said, ‘The- 
United Stales in reality is fanning 
the flames of the war, provoking 
further bloodshed between the two 
neighboring countries. Washington 


is trying to justify its political 
machinations and behind-the- 
scenes arms deals by references to 
the so-called ‘Soviet threat’ to the 
Gulf countries.” 

At a news conference at the 
United Nations on Thursday, the 
chief Soviet delegate, Alexander M. 
Belonogov, clearly Mamed ban fra 
continuing the war. He character- 
ized Iran as the aggressor nation 
that should be deprived of arms. 

He added that the Soviet Union 
“does not support materially or in 
any other form the party that is on 
the offensive, and I think this is of 
some importance.” 

In what diplomats interpreted as 
an extraordinarily blunt arimiaann, 
Mr. Belonogov acknowledged 
problems in Soviet-Iraman rela- 
tions. 

“It is an open secret," he said, 
“that the government of Tehran for 
several years campaigned against 
the Soviet Union and our trilateral 
relations deteriorated to a great ex- 
tent.” 

Mr. Belonogov suggested that 
the Soviet Union was providing 
arms to Iraq to keep Iran from 
winning the war. Asked bow the 
Soviet Union could call for negoti- 
ations at the same time it was sell- 
ing aims to Iraq, be replied, “The 
more the ride on the offensive is 
sure it can win, the more stubborn 
it will be in pursuing the victory .” 

He said that was why the Soviet 
Union had encouraged its allies to 
sell arms to Iraq.

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Now Iran Attacks Again 


Winter is the season for warfare in the 
swamps and deserts along the rim of the 
Gulf, and the fi ghting has picked up again 
between Iran and Iraq. The Iraqis are far 
better armed, and their superior air power 
has succeeded in holding Iran’s oO exports 
down 10 half the level of a year ago. But 
Iran has more infantrymen. Its population 
is larger by a ratio of nearly three to one, 
tmA that defines the deadlock that has pre- 
vailed since shortly after the war began 
more than six years ago. 

The Iraqis are on the defensive, behind 
an extremely heavily armed line of fortifica- 
tions. Iran has the initiative, constantly 
probing, throwing its foot soldiers against 
the enemy’s lines with tactics and losses 
reminiscent of World War L The Ir ania ns 
have now poshed a little farther into Iraq 
near Basra. If they can bold their gain, it 
would be a significant show of strength, 
although not a crucial victory. If they can- 
not, they will try again somewhere else. 

This war is the reality at the center of the 
Iran aims scandal in Washington. The Rea- 
gan administration says it sold Iran too 
tittle to have a significant effect on the 
outcome.

Dismissals and denundatiOQS of writers, 
movers ty figures and others associated 
with the democracy protests in China are 
bring reported in the official press, and the 
assumption is that reprimands with crush- 
ing effects on career prospects are going 
quietly into the files at student protesters. 
These are among the mean and vindictive 
ways a totalitarian government can control 
dissent without getting into the heavy- 
handed stuff that fires up people and looks 
bad abroad. The protesters themselves, in 
the nationwide demonstrations seen in (he 
last six weeks, seem not only exceptionally 
brave but also determinedly orderly and 
even modest in their demands.

From all appearances, the protests arise 
from an appetite for democracy whetted by 
Deng Xiaoping's reformist program and by 
the word brought back home by the thou- 
sands of Chinese who have beat studying 
overseas. Youthful idealism the hard- 
ships of student life no doubt also play a 
role. In China, however, there is an old 
tradition of pofithaans’ manipulation of 
protests staged by the students.

apparently hopes to break his dogmatic 


opposition’s still strong grip on the eco- 
nomic bureaucracy.

f A Mistaken Friend’ 


New York’s Cardinal John O’Connor is 
scarcely the first eminence to stumble over 
the loaded arguments in every viator’s path 
to the Middle East He was obviously inno- 
cent of the ambivalence m his church’s 
diplomacy concerning Israel. But the criti- 
cism flung at him by Jewish organizations 
in New York is overwrought — especially 
since Israel invited him at the urging of tlx 
very Jewish leadas now unhappy with an 
outcome that might have been predicted. 

In a curious statement, the Jewish groups 
somehow fault the cardinal because the 
Holy See refuses to come to terms "with the 
reality of a unified Jerusalem as the capital 
of Israel." But the United States, along with 
most of the world's nations, also refuses de 
jure recognition of Jerusalem as capital. 

It is as If his critics wanted Cmtimal 
O’Connor to be holier than the pope, as 
weS as the State Department, on the vexed 
question of Israel's 1967 annexation of East 
Jerusalem. And if the cardinal's views on 
Palestinian rights do not square exactly 
with those of many Israelis, so what? 

Granted, the Holy See absurdly insists 


that its dignitaries not visit Israeli leadas in 
their Jerusalem offices. Granted, too, that 
Pope Hus XU was shamefully silent about 
Nazi Germany's crimes against Jews and 
non-Jews; and that only tardily did the 
Catholic Church begin contending actively 
a gainst anti-Semitism. It is also true, as the 
Jewish leaders' critical statement acknow- 
ledges, dial Cardinal O’Connor “has shown 
himself to be a strong voice against anti- 
Semitism.’' How unfortunate that these 
kind words were lost in (he rush to get out a 
hostile statement before the cardinal had 
claimed bis baggage at Kennedy Airport. 
So unseemly was the haste that a partial 
apology was offered by the mobilizerof the 
protest, Morris B. Abram. 

The wisest words in this sorry affair — 
may they also be the last ones — are those 
of Nathan Ferlmutter, whose Anti-Defama- 
tion League withdrew its support of the 
statement “We feel on some of these ques- 
tions the cardinal is a friend but 

not an adversary," he said. “It’s better 
to talk to than at him."

Don’t Press Japan to Rearm 


All coundered, Japan's reluctance to 
build military power commensurate with its 
economic strength is a good thing. 

The Soviet military threat to Japan has 
grown in recent years. The Soviet Union 
now deploys 41 divisions east of Lake Bai- 
kal. It has more than 160 SS-20 nuclear 
missiles aimed at Asian targets; 2,400 com- 
bat aircraft, including 85 long-range bomb- 
ers, and a large Pacific fleet 

Under prodding from the United States, 
which is overextended in the Pacific area, 
Japanese military spending has been going 
up. Mr. Nokasone has gone far beyond his 
predecessors in frankly recognizing Japan's 
responsibility to build military forces capa- 
ble of repelling a limited Soviet attack — or 
holding off a major Soviet thrust until US.

Equally important, other na- 
tions in East Asia, with unpleasant memo- 
ries of Japanese occupation in World War 
II. do not want to see a major resurgence of 
Japanese military power, /aid, as some Jap- 
anese point out, Americans cannot be sure 
that a serious rearmament program, once 
under way. would stay within bounds that 
the United States itself would like. 

The greatest contributions that the Japa- 
nese could make to peace and security in 

East Asia are a major expansion of econom- 
ic aid — true aid — and adjustment of 
Japanese trading practices to give other 
Asian nations, as well as the United States, 
a fair shot at the Japanese market. • 

If the US. economy continues to wallow 
along with enormous trade deficits, it wOJ 
not be able to afford Pacific military forces 
of the sort necessary to cope with growing 
Soviet military power. The most helpful 
thing that the Japanese can do is to acceler- 
ate the implementation of economic reform 
plans that would make Japan a more con- 
structive partner in world trade.

Iran and Iraq: If True ? Tehran’s Claims Should Set Off Alarms 


W ASHINGTON — Two tentative conclusions can be 
draws from recent reports of an Iranian offensive in

But the idea that reality can be 
blanked oat, that tyranny can hide and 
be unknown is a fantasy. It has not 
worked before and will not work now. 
They dream, the South Africans, and by 
the time they are shouted into wakeful- 
ness it may simply be too late.

I grew op in a placid suburban com- 
munity that was the realization of the 
American dream; secure against poverty 
and violence, perfect in its serenity. The 
reality of sufferings on Skid Row shat- 
ters that placidity like a brick hurled 
through a window, offering a glimpse of 


the pain endured by most of the worid. 
Fro 


7 rom Rio to Calcutta, from Soweto to 
Santo Domingo, most of the world is 
engaged in a violent straggle merely to 
survive from one day to the next, and tbe 
terrorist is simply the roost active com- 
batant in this battle. The desire for secu- 
rity in our homes and our property is 
natural but to ignore the reality of the 
suffering world is to live in a fantasy. 
How can we feel secure when children 
die of starvation, families are broken by 
economic and military violence; human 
lives and potential are sacrificed daily 
on the altar of economic necessity? 

Flannery O'Connor, the brilliant lit- 
erary mistress of tbe macabre, once 


wrote. "The only way some people car. 
find God is through an experience of 
sheer terror.” It is at those moments that 
1 have learned the power oT prayer, 
quick and furtive and repetitious — 
"Lord, deliver us from evil: Lord, deliv- 
er us from evil; Lord, deliver us from 
evil” — anesthetizing the brain, slowing 
the pulse, stiffening the rubbery limbsf 

It is prayer under fire, prayer in the 
trenches, practical prayer that reacho 
down 10 a place of strength that is be- 
yond the fear. Pretend that no one caii 
hear the pounding of your heart or smell 
the stink of your sweat Gel your voice 
under control, slowly reach out your 
hand. Now, standing before Rod. 1 hear 
my voice speaking with all the bluff and 
bravado of an animal trainer, pretend- 
ing a calm that 1 do not feel, knowing 
that any hint of fear on my part wifi 
surely invite disaster. 

“Rod. give me tbe bottle and 1*11 brin? 
you a tray of food. Go on outside. 
You’re too agitated to eat in here.” 

“O.K_ punk, but be quick about it” 
he says, handing me the bottle. 1 grasp 
the neck so as not to inadvertently re- 
lease tbe imaginary aiming mechanism, 
and carefully drop it in the trash can, 
making a silent promise to be more 
vigilant about picking up such weapons 
when I see them on the sidewalk. 

This is not the first time Rod ha:> 
terrorized us. Once, after an epic strag- 
gle. we “banned” him for an entire year. 

I used to think our methods of dealing 
with terrorism — prayer and nonvio- 
lence — were hopelessly idealistic and 
impractical. Then 1 heard that a security 
guard in a similar Skid Row institution 
was murdered with his own gun during a 
straggle with an irate client So much for 
the use of force. We figure that we might 
as well stick to our principles. 

After Rod finishes eating, he is much 
calmer, almost affable, so 1 take the 
opportunity to tell him that be will be 
banned for a week because of the distur- 
bance that he caused in the kitchen. 

“The bell with you. punk. 1 don’t want 
your food anyway." he says, turning on 
his heel and walking away. 

1 am fully aware that it is 1987 and 
that idealism, as a basis of national 
policy, is about as fashionable as bell- 
bottom trousers and love beads. So 
I won’t even suggest prayer and non- 
violence as a means of combating terror- 
ism. I am convinced, however, that you 
cannot end it by bombing children in 
Libya, or by jailing the poor in your own 
nation. Any effective program to end 
terrorism must begin with a commit- 
ment to feed the hungry, clothe the na- 
ked and shelter the homeless.

BRUSSELS — The site of 
the Greek temple of Delphi, 
threatened by plans for an alu- 
minum mine, must be preserved 
undamaged, the European 
Community’s Executive Com- 
mission declared in a statement 
Tuesday. 

The EC cultural commission- 
er, Cartas Ripa di Meana. said 
the commission would deplore 
any move that damaged the lo- 
cation of the temple and oracle 
of Apollo at Delphi, which was 
considered in antiquity to be 
the center of the world. 

The statement was in a reply 
to a question in the European 
Parliament about a plan for an 
aluminum mine. A French 
member of the Parliament, 
Pierre Lataillade, asked for ac- 
tion to protect the area, much of 
which remains to be excavated. 
He said it was “in imminent 
danger of destruction" from the 
mine, which would be financed 
by the Greek government. 

Mr. Ripa di Means said, 
“The commission can only de- 
plore in the strongest toms any 
damage caused to the sacred 
site at Delphi” A spokesman 
for the Greek delegation in 
Brussels said that the govern- 
ment in Athens was still consid- 
ering whether it should go ; 
ahead with the mine.

AIDS Antibodies Found In Plasma 

NEW YORK (NYT) — Scientists have found that blood plasma of 
Some persons infected with the AIDS virus h»g huge quantities of 
antibodies that inactivate the virus in the test tube. 

The New York Blood Center is seeking plasma donations from people 
infected with the virus to collect more of these antibodies for runner 
research. The plasma itself will be used only for the AIDS research. It has 
long been known that AIDS victims usually have detectable antibodies 
against the virus, but in most cases thepe appear to give the patient no 
protection against the deadly acquired immune deficiency syndrome. 

If some people do have antibodies that actually protect against the 
vnm, it might be possible to purify these antibodies so that they could be 
administered under special circumstances for temporary protection of 
persons such as dentists, surgeons and other hospital workers who may 
often encounter AIDS patients' blood. Recent studies at the center 
showed that blood samples from about 50 of 500 infected people had 
large quanta tites of the antibodies, said Dr. Loins Baker of the blood 
center. The ability to kill virus in the test tube does not necessarily prove 
that an agent will protect against infection. 

Vaccine Against Cat Parasite Found 

NEW YORK (UF1} — Scientists say a newly developed vaccine for 
cats may prevent pregnant women from picking up a disease from the 
felines that causes birth defects. The widely feared disease, toxoplasmo- 
sis, caused by the t n mci nMBarm of a parasite from «»t$ to bnman^ is 
responsible for about 3,000 birth defects each year, said the March of 
Dimes Birth Defects Foundation, which announced the discovery. 

Toxoplasmosis can also cause brain damage and death in people with 
diseases such as AIDS that suppress the immune system, doctors said. 
The potential vaccine, administered to cats rather than humans, has 
proven successful in laboratory trials on the animats, said the March of 
Dimes, based in White Hams, New York. 

But the agency warned it may take years for the vaccine to pass the 
efficacy and safety trials needed before it can be made commercially 
available. • ' . 


Understanding Snowflakes

S CIENCE has conquered the 

snowflake problem. 

In resolving two of nature's most 
poetic and maddening riddles — 
why are snowflakes symmetrical, 
ana why are ihey &H different — 
theoretical physicists have created 
a new body of mathematics for the 
laws that control the delicate 
brandling growth of an unstable 
sofidzfyiqg crystal 
Snowflakes have become pan of 
a growing science of pattern forma- 
tion that is drawing together theo- 
rists, computer modelers, and engi- 
neers with practical problems 

ranging from metallurgy to flame 
propagation to oil recovery. 

'Generations or snowflake- 
watchers sketched and catalogued 
the patterns formed by airborne ice 
crystals: plates and columns, crys- 
tals and polycrystals, needles and 
dendrites. But snowflakes obey 
mathematical laws of surprising 
subtlety, and it has been impossible 
to p redici precisely bow fast a tip 
wil] grow, how narrow it will be, or 
how often it will branch. 

“In the last two years, those 
problems have been solved," said 
Herbert Levine of the Schlum- 
berger-DoD Research Center in 
Connecticut. 

“We've reached a very interest- 
ing point scientifically where we're 
starting to look at a whole bunch of 
older problems of pattern forma- 
tion in nature, bow complex forma- 
tions emerge out of a generally fea- 
tureless soup," said James S. 
Unger of the Institute for Theoret- 
ical Physics in Santa Barbara, Cali- 
fornia. “We finally seem to have a 
good idea of what controls these 


A key to the new approach has 
bees the availability of computers 
with which scientists could propose 
models, test them, make pictures of 
the results, and then improve their 
models. Only recently, though, af- 
ter more ihan five years of research 
tty several groups, have computer 
simulations succeeded in realisti- 
cally capturing the physics of crys- 
tal growth. 

One problem is that such growth

entails, as Dr. Langcr says, “a high- 
ly non-linear, unstable free bound- 
ary problem." mining that models 
need to track a complex, wiggly 
boundary that changes dynamical- 
ly - “That's tough, trying to under- 
stand where this boundary is mov- 
ing. If you guess wrong, the 
computer program jnst Mows up 
ou you." 

Another problem has been de- 
riding which of the physical forces 
involved arc important and which 
can be ignored. Most important, as 
scientists have long realized, is the 
diffusion of the heat released when 
water freezes. 

When solidification - proceeds 
from outside to inside, as in an ice 
tray, the boundary between solid 
ana liquid generally remains stable 
and smooth, at a speed controlled 
by the ability of the walls to draw 
away the heaL But when a crystal 
solidifies outward from an initial 
seed — as a snowflake does, grab- 
bing water molecules while it falls 
through the moist air — the process 
becomes unstable. 

Any bit of boundary ihat gets 
out ahead of its neighbors prim: an 
advantage in picking up new water 
molecules and therefore grows that 
much faster — the “lightning-rod 
effect" Tips, or “dendrites," form, 
moving rapidly outward and tend- 
inglo give birth to subbranches. 

This much has been known for 
years. But the phyacs of beat diffu- 
sion and unstable growth cannot 


explain tire patterns scientists ob- 
serve when they look at snowflakes 
under microscopes or grow them in 
the laboratory. Recently, Dr. Ling- 
ers group in California and Dr. 
Levine’s in Connecticut separately 
worked out a way to incorporate 
another process: surface tension. 

Where diffusion creates instabil- 
ity, surface tension creates stabil- 
ity, preferring smooth boundaries 
like the wall of a soap bubble. It 
costs energy to make surfaces that 
are rough. And where diffusion is 
mainly a large-scale, macroscopic 
process, surface tension is strongest 
at the microscopic scales. 

The competition between these 
forces makes for tricky mathemat- 
ics, since the equations must relate 
scales of millimeters to scales of 
molecules. Traditionally, physicists 
assumed that for practical purposes 
they could disregard the tiny sur- 
face-tension effects. “Thai turned 
out to be just wrong," Dr. Levine 
said. “The breakthrough was show- 
ing that by throwing away this par- 
ticular physical effect one was 
throwing away the right solution to 
theproblem." 

The reason is (hat the surface 
effects prove- much more sensitive 
to the molecular crystal structure of 
a solidifying substance — in the 
case of ice, a natural hexagonal 
configuration. That gives ice a 
built-in preference, for six direc- 
tions of growth. 

In effect, a snowflake records the 


history of the changing weather 
conditions it has experienced. As a 
growing flake falls to earth, typical- 
ly floating in the wind for an hour 
or more, the choices made by the 
branching tips at any instant de- 
pend on such things as the tem- 
perature, the humidity, and the 
presence of impurities in the atmo- 
sphere. 

The nature of turbulent air is 
such that any two snowflakes will 
follow very different paths, and 
enough combinations of patterns 
are possible to more than justify 
the folklore that all snowflakes are 
different. Bur why are all six arms 
of a snowflake alike? 

“Lots of people have thought 
that there has to be some mechani- 
cal equivalent of somebody sitting 
at the center of the snowflake and 
telling all of them to do the same 
thing," Dr. Linger said. 

But first of all. careful examina- 
tion shows that snowflakes are not 
exactly symmetrical. And second, 
the six arms of one snowflake, less 
than a millimeter across, will have 
experienced nearly identical grow- 
ing conditions — much closer than 
any two snowflakes experience, 
and close enough to explain their 
similarity. 

In metallurgy, specialists seek a 
precise understanding of what con- 
trols the speed of crystal growth 
and the degree of irregularity be- 
cause these in turn, often control 
the tensile strength of an alloy after 
it solidifies. 

“There's a brand new interaction 
between technology’ and science, 
connected largely by the comput- 
er," Dr. Longer said. “People in 
industry say. 'We're dealing with 
more and more complex systems, 
and we're not going to do it by 
hunt-and-find any more — it’s too 
tough.*" 

Meanwhile, physics groups at 
the Ecole NormaJe Superieure, in 
Paris, and the California Institute 
of Technology, in Pasadena, are 
pursuing the new approach to pat- 
tern formation, and a physicist at 
Emory University, in Atlanta, Fer- 
eydoon Family, has used the math- 
ematics to create startlingly lifelike 
computer pictures of snowflakes.

One computer snowflake, an ag- 
gregation of 10.000 or more parti- 
cles, requires about eight hours ff 
high-speed calculation, and very 
slight changes in temperature or 
humidity produce vivid changes in 
the resulting patterns. Dr. Family 
said. 

Experimentalists, too, are push- 
ing the science of pattern forma- 
tion forward. Jerry P. GoUub, a 
physicist at Haverford College and 
the University of Pennsylvania, has 
conducted a series of experiments 
designed to shed light on the pre- 
cise shape of the convoluted struc- 
tures that appear behind the grow- 
ing tip of a dendrite. In the bade of 
their minds, many of these physi- 
cists nurse a belief that their work 
on pattern formation may apply to 
developmental biology as well. 


Some types of algae, for example 
closely resemble patterns under in- 
vestigation by physicists. 

“There is a clear connection be- 
tween this problem of stability add 
the early differentiation of certain 
organisms when they start from an 
egg and gradually acquire struc- 
ture,” Dr. GoUub said. “What 
we're really doing is pushing sci- 
ence in a new direction through a 
simultaneous development in 
mathematics and experiment. 

“On the one hand, snowflakes 
are important because there are 
lots of crystals in nature, but. in the 
long run, I think the most impor- 
tant aspect will be this general de- 
velopment of tools and ways of 
thinking h is those things that are 
most likely to carry over into other 
areas of investigation."

Conable Plans Tighter World Bank

WASHINGTON — The 
World Bank calls it a “restruc- 
turing." the first major one in 15 
years. But to some of the organi- 
zation's 6500 employees, it is 
more like the sword of Damo- 
cles. 

Although no derisions are 
likely before spring, the exercise 
to stim down the 41-year-old 
global fender is already cansing 
anxiety at its headquarters three 
blocks from the White House. 

Early reports suggest that the 
rolls may be cut by as much as 20 
percent, lopping off 1,300 em- 
ployees and dropping staff size 
to levels of the late 1970s.

U.S. Retail Sales 
Increased 4.4%

WASHINGTON — Retail sales 
in the United States, aided by last- 

minute Christmas shopping and 
automobile sales, rose a near-re- 
cord 4.4 percent in December, the 
government reported Wednesday. 

The Commerce Department said 
that retail sales totaled a seasonally 
adjusted $126.26 billion last month 
after a revised 0.6 percent decline, 
from an originally reported growth 
of 05 percent, in November. 

The department's repot is based 
on a sampling of selected business- 
es and is subject to change. 

December’s increase was the 
largest since a record 5.6 percent 
jump in September that was 
spurred by a rush to take advantage 
of cut-rate auto financing offered 
to reduce a huge backlog of unsold 
1986-modd cars. 

The retail sales figures have been- 
influenced heavily in recent 


months by auto sales. After rising 
r, total. 


at a record rate in September, 
sales fdl a record 52 percent in 
October after the financing incen- 
tives were discontinued. 

November’s weakness was 
blamed on a 3.4 percent decline in 
auto sales, while they rose by 162 
percent in December, the best 


showing since the record 22.7 per- 
ron! increase in September. 

Even excluding autos, retail sales ' 
did well in December, rising by 0.9 
percent. That was the best showing 
for the non-auto category since a l 
percent rise in July 1985. 

Much of this strength came in 
the category that includes depart- 
ment stores, where sales rose 1.3 
percent, the best monthly showing 
since a 15 percent rise in August. 

Retail sales in October-Decem- 
ber were 02 percent below those in 
tire year’s third quarter. 

For all of 1986, retail sales to- 
taled $1.44 trillion. That was a 52 
percent rise from 1985. when sale-, 
rose by 65 percent, but the lowest 
annual increase since a 3.0 perron: 
rise in (be recession year of 1982. 

Sales of durable goods, those ex- 
pected to last three years or more, 
were up 102 percent in December 
after a 2 percent decline in Novem- 
ber. 

Sales on nondurable goods were 
up 0.8 percent.

O NE November day in '1939, Harold 
Freese- Pexmdather, a member of the 
British Legation jn Oslo, was confronted by a 
viator who insisted that he take deliver)' of a 
■email pared. After a moment’s indecision, 
Freese- Pcnnefaiher took the package, and the 
arang gr disappeared without laving his name. 
When the package was opened, it was found to 
contain a book, something that looked rather 
like a radio tube and a scientific report written 
in German. That report contained a mass of 
secret information about the German war ef- 
fort, i ncluding info rmati on on two new radar 
systems and the first intimations of (he work 
on rockets that had began at the research 
station at Peenem trade. 

This so-called Oslo Report was dismissed by 
the British as a hoax. It was to be more than 
three years before any action was taken to 
impede the work at Peenemunde. a delay that 
was to cost the British dearly. 

As to the author of the report, he has re- 
mained anonymous, but in “Tire Griffin,” Ar- 
nold Kramish presents circumstantial evidence 
that the author was Panl Rosebaud, a scientist 
and journalist, who throughout World War 11, 
kept up a supply of information on the Ger- 
man war effort flowing into Britain. 

There is no doubt that Kramish has found a 
subject worthy of a biography. Rosebaud. Dk- 
gitimate. an Austrian (bis brother was the 
conductor Hans Rosebaud) was educated as a 
pbysdst but rapidly moved to a postion of 
eminence in the world of scientific journalism. 
He was an Anglophile and also deeply worried 
by what the Nazis were doing in Germany. As 
consultant to the German scientific journal 
Nattuwtssenschaften, he ensured die publica- 
tion of the discovery of nuclear fission, the 
process that showed that an atomic weapon 
was possible. As 1939 wore on, Rosebaud did 
his utmost lo keep the channels of commumca- 
tkm between scientists in various countries 
open. After the war began, he set up chains of 
agents, particularly in Scandinavia, to pass the 
information he had gleaned on to die British

He did 
have access to a number of people who knew 
Rosebaud well, and yet their views hare not 
beenmade to serve, as they might hare* to wdd 
the other material into a whole. Further, the 
overall fra gme nted fed is not helped by the 
structure; why, for instance, is aa intriguin g 
chapter oo Roseb&utTs technique as a spy, 
whiti could have colored the reading of earlier 
iters, left to the end?

Stars & Stripes 2-Up; Kookaburra III Takes Opener

FREMANTLE, Australia — 
De nnis Conner and Stare & Stripes 
are halfway to the America's Cup 
finals. 

For the second straight outing, 
Conner sailed a near-perfect race 
Wednesday as Stars & Stripes 
downed New Zealand by 1 minute, 
36 seconds to lake a 2-0 lead in the 
best-of-seven America's Cup chal- 
lenge finals. 

Meanwhile, in the opener of the 
best-of-nine defender finals, Iain 
Murray and Kookaburra III over- 
came a prerace collision to defeat 
Colin BeasheTs Australia IV by 29 
seconds. Both yachts protested fol- 
lowing the collision. 

The juiy later disqualified Aus- 
tralia IV for failing to keep dear. 

Conner, 44, is tattling New Zea- 
land’s 25-year-old Chris Dickson for 


the right to meet the best Australian 
yacht for the cup, which Conner lost 
in 1983; before that the United 
States bad held it for 132 years. 

Conner stuck to his strategy 
against the Kiwis — avoiding tack- 
ing duds and keeping them safely 
behind. The loss was New Zea- 
land's third —all to Stare & Stripes 
— in 40 races. Conner’s winning 
margin was the biggest of the 
yachts' five meetings; be had won 
Tuesday's race by 1 :20. 

“We were not sailing to our po- 
tential today.” Dickson said. “We 
need a little more practice getting 
from fourth into fifth gear. Stare & 
Stripes is a very fast boat,” 

A few hours after the race the 
New Zealand syndicate, opting sot 
to race on Thursday, took the day 
off it is allowed under the rules. 
The series will resume Friday. 


AMERICA’S CUP 

“Dennis Conner has our backs to 
the wall," said the syndicate's 
chairman, Michael Fay, adding 
that the lay day would be used io 
regroup and try to “find a cure to 
catch Conner" —who had predict- 
ed a sweep of the series.

NBA Bans Two Rockets for Cocaine Use

NEW YORK — Lewis Lloyd 
and Mitchell Wiggins of the 
Houston Rockets woe banned 
from the National Basketball As- 
sociation on Tuesday after having 
tested positive for cocaine. 

David Stem, the league's com- 
missioner, announced the sus- 
pensions, which were made under 
provisions of an agreement on 
drug testing reached in 1983 by 
the league and its player associa- 
tion, at a hurriedly called news 
conference. 

The 27-year-old Lloyd, one of 
Houston's starting guards, and 
Wiggins. 28, a backup guard, may 
apply for reinstatement in two 
years. 

According to Stem, the NBA 
learned of the players* drug use 
from a tip. Stern would not di- 
vulge the nature of the informa- 
tion, saying only that the league 
has security personnel in every 
league city mid throughoot the 
nation. 

There is no regular mandatory

drug testing, or random drug test- 
ing, in the NBA; only when there 
is “reasonable cause" can the par- 
ties proceed to seek a test. “The 
evidence must be the equivalent 
of, say, that in which a magistrate 
would give a sanction for a search 
warrant or wiretap to law en- 
forcement officials.” said Stem. 

When evidence of drug use 
reaches the league or the player 
union, they are required under 
the provisions of the agreement 
to submit the data lo R. Harcourt 
Dodds, a framer assistant US. 
attorney and a former deputy 
New York Gty police commis- 
sioner, who is charged with the 
responsibility of evaluating the 
information. If be finds sufficient 
evidence erf drug use, he orders 
the player tested. 

The NBA presented Dodd with 
the information about Lloyd and 
Wiggins last Friday and he or- 
dered both players to submit to 
testing. The tests were adminis- 
tered in Houston on Saturday 
morning and the positive results 
were returned Monday night by 
the Pola Laboratory of South 
Plainfield, New Jersey. 

Lloyd and Wiggins woe noti- 
fied erf die ban in Houston by 
Horace Balmer, the league's di- 
rector of security. They then met 
with Charles Grantham, the vice 
president of the players associa- 
tion and two drug counselors. 
Both players agreed to an offer 
from NBA of drug rehabilitation 
at league expense and were flown 
immediately to the Adult Sub- 
stance Abuse Program, a drug 
rehabilitation center, in Van. 
Nuys, California. 

The commissioner made it 
dear that the testing was a league 
move; and not an individual team 
move; A coach, for example, who 
shows dissatisfaction with a play- 
er because the player has missed a 
practice, or his scoring has 
dropped, or he is moody, cannot 
order drug tests. “The coach can 
give that kind of information — 
but we wouldn’t listen to that," 
said Stem. “The evidence most be 
considerably stronger.’’ He re- 


fused to be more specific. “But 
there was no witch hunt here.” 

“All I can tell you.” he added, 
“is that when these two players 
were confronted with the results, 
and given an option of entering 
our mug rehabilitation program 
in the ASAP facility, they said 
they would avail themselves of 
it.” 

Lloyd and Wiggins are the 
third and fourth players banned 
under the drug agreement. The 
others are Michael Ray Richard- 
son, the former New Jersey play- 
maker, and John Drew, the for- 
mer star for Atlanta and Utah. 

But the circumstances of the 
bans differ. Under the terms of 
the agreement, a player who 
comes forward and admits to the 
use of drugs is given three oppor- 
tunities for rehabilitation. 

The first time, be remains on 
the payroll and receives treat- 
ment at league expense. The sec- 
ond time, he is removed from the 
payroll but is treated, also at 
league expense. The third lime, he 
is banned. 

Richardson, who was dropped 
from the league last February, 
had been given his three chances 
before beuig barred Drew was 
banned last January; he had not 
played in the NBA since Decem- 
ber 1984, when he was waived by 
Utah because of repeated drug 
abuse. In an effort lo rejoin the 
league be appealed the ban, but 
the league riding was upheld. 

Lloyd and Wiggins failed to 
come forward on their own, and 
thus there were no second 
chances. 

“They had plenty of chances to 
crane forward," said Stem. “The 
underpinnings of the NBA's anti- 
drug program are forceful and 
dearly stated. Any player volun- 
tarily coming forward and seek- 
ing help is entitled to receive, 
without penalty or loss of salary, 
the finest rehabilitation treat- 
ment that the NBA and its play- 
ers can secure. Our anti-drug pro- 
gram is not passive. We are 
constantly counseling our players 
about the treatment” 



The expulsion of Uoyd, who 
earned $215,000 a year, and Wig- 
gins, who earned $155,000, put 
the Rockets under the salary cap. 
They will be able to replace the 
players at comparable salaries. 

In Houston. Bill Rich, the 
team’s coach, said; “You can't 
measure what happened in terms 
of wins and losses. I met with the 
dub right after we got the news 
and it’s the type of thing that 
should not happen to any club, 
but I suspect we will react in 
positive ways.” 

In response to a question on 
whether he had suspected the use 
of drugs by Lloyd and Wiggins, 
Filch said that this had “taught 
me a lot about lying." 

“TheyTJ look you straight in 
the eye every time and deny it and 
that's frustrating," be said. “Now 
you can go back and second- 
guess, just like replaying a basket- 
ball game: and see things you 
might have overlooked. 

“No one ever came up to me 
and said. T know this for sure.’ "
